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A NOTE  WORTHY  OF  NOTE 

THE  $1.00  CENTENNIAL  COMMEMORATIVE  ISSUE  OF  1967 


A special  One  Dollar  Note  was  issued  during  the  celebration  of  the  100th  anni- 
versary of  Canada's  confederation  (1867-1967).  One  basic  design  was  issued 
with  two  types  of  serial  numbers.  The  regular  serial  numbers  and  a special  num- 
ber 1867-1967.  In  addition  there  was  an  asterisk  (replacement  note)  serial 
number.  The  special  numbers  were  obtained  directly  from  the  Bank  of  Canada 
in  Ottawa  as  collectors  items  but  these  were  soon  found  in  circulation.  The 
back  of  the  note  was  a complete  change  and  portrayed  the  original  Parlia- 
ment Buildings  in  Ottawa.  All  notes  of  this  issue  are  signed  by  J.  R.  Beattie 
and  L.  Rasminsky.

Canadians  should  be  justly  proud  of  their  heritage.  In  a span  of  one  hundred 
years  they  have  emerged  from  a very  primitive  and  humble  beginning  and  have 
achieved  unlimited  success  in  many  fields  of  industrial  and  human  endeavor. 
With  abundant  natural  resources,  first  the  beaver  trappers  and  later  the 
famous  Klondike  Gold  rush  brought  some  early  prosperity  to  the  young  na- 
tion. The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  about  1 850  paved  the  way  for  the  ex- 
ploitation and  occupation  of  the  "Last  American  Frontier".  The  farmers 
followed  and  this  played  a major  role  in  the  colonization  of  the  land. 

Canada  was  richly  endowed  with  many  lakes  and  rivers,  an  abundance  of 
fish  and  wild  game  that  provided  a good  livelihood  for  the  early  settlers. 

Great  stands  of  virgin  timber  was  logged  and  used  in  construction  and  wood 
and  coal  was  utilized  for  fuel. 

In  the  early  days  the  Prairie  States  seemed  or  appeared  unfit  for  human  inhab- 
itation. However,  today  the  Prairie  States  harvest  of  wheat  and  the  cattle 
ranches  provides  the  food  for  Canada's  Bread  Basket. 

It  all  started  about  1690  when  Fur  Trader  Henry  Kelsey  realized  the  potential 
demand  for  Beaver  pelts  in  the  manufacture  of  hats.  (I  have  a genuine  beaver 
felt  hat  given  to  me  as  a gift.  It  came  from  Marshall  Field  in  Chicago  about 
1930  and  then  cost  $60.00). 

As  a boy  I read  many  books  about  the  Klondike  and  the  Canadian  Mounted 
Police  and  the  memory  of  those  stories  are  still  etched  in  my  mind. 

The  Centennial  note  was  the  converter  that  started  me  collecting  Canadian 
Currency.

FROM  YOUR  PRESIDENT 


This  is  a catch-up  version  of  the  Rag  Picker. 

We  are  still  plagued  by  delays  from  Internal  Revenue  regarding  a Tax  Exempt 
Status.  However,  they  now  have  suggested  an  amendment  to  our  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws  which  we  hope  will  clarify  the  situation  and  forestall  any 
further  delays  in  granting  the  permit  that  will  enable  us  to  use  a third  class 
bulk  mailing  permit. 

When  we  planned  the  new  Rag  Picker  we  did  not  anticipate  the  long  delay 
in  securing  the  bulk  permit  and  as  a result  we  had  to  spend  24  cents  per 
copy  for  the  March-April  Rag  Picker.  When  we  checked  the  cost  for  mailing 
the  May-June  issue,  we  found  that  the  rate  for  third  class  was  increased  to 
28  cents.  Rather  than  delay  the  mailing  via  third  class  we  mailed  first  class 
for  7 cents  more  a piece.  If  the  past  performance  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
is  any  criterion  it  looks  like  we  will  be  stuck  with  two  more  mailings  at 
the  high  rate.  If  we  ever  needed  a $ Booster  program,  we-sure  do  need  it 
now.  So  once  again  I am  appealing  to  members  to  help  the  Postage  fund 
by  sending  in  contributions  to  help  defray  the  additional  cost  of  mailing 
the  Rag  Picker.  The  rate  for  third  class  bulk  is  1-8/10  center  per  Rag 
Picker.  The  savings  in  mailing  third  class  bulk  will  pay  for  the  printing 
without  appealing  for  more  contributions.

Even  our 
own  Supreme  Court  recently  handed  down  a decision  in  the  case  of  Mumbo 
vs  Jumbo  that  the  material  described  below  met  all  Federal  Regulations  and 
any  Exhibit  Chairman  refusing  to  admit  this  material  for  competition  was 
liable  for  a $10,000.00  fine  or  10  days  in  jail,  or  whichever  was  most  conven- 
ient. 


Three  distinct  catagories  are  required  for  elibibility  for  entrance  into  com- 
petition. 

1.  A U.S.  Currency  Note  issued  by  a bank  in  a Capitol  City.

3.  A first  day  cover  from  the  Capitol  or  any  city  in  the  state.

AIR  MAI  L AND  OTHER  POSTAL  SERVICES 
FOR  COLLECTORS,  PART  2 


In  Part  1 , we  discussed  why  there  seems  to  be  no  clear-cut  opinion  on  the  best  all- 
around  postal  protection  when  you  send  paper  money  to  a buyer  or  trader.  We  also  point- 
ed out  that  there  is  insufficient  guidance  for  the  public  at  large  on  USPS  services  or  rate 
changes. 

We  now  have  a new  round  of  rate  increases  effective  July  18,  1976.  Registered  mail 
will  cost  a minimum  of  $2.1 0 instead  of  $1 .25,  and  the  fee  for  Certified  Mail  will  be  60 
cents  instead  of  40  cents.  Special  Delivery  stamps  and  Money  Orders  have  also  gone  up. 

At  least  the  13-cent  charge  for  first-class  mail  is  unchanged  for  NOW.  Higher  insurance 
fees  had  already  been  implemented  three  months  earlier.  So  we  as  collector  and  traders 
have  to  give  more  thought  than  ever  to  our  postal  transactions. 

Whether  you  want  to  take  the  risk  of  sending  lesser-valued  currency  without  any  pro- 
tection at  all  is  strictly  your  decision  and,  quite  important,  how  well  you  know  the  other 
party. 

A member  in  California,  with  whom  I've  traded,  wrote  me  these  interesting  remarks:  "I 
have  found  that  buying  USPS  protection  can  work  in  reverse.  I have  lost  only  two  pieces 
over  a long  period  of  years  - one  was  registered,  the  other  insured!  All  regular  first  class 
mail,  yes  ALL,  arrived  safely.  Apparently,  the  special  markings  of  insured  and  registered 
mail  attracts  the  attention  of  dishonest  mail  handlers  along  the  way  and  they  steal  only 
the  ones  they  know  contain  something  of  value."  He  adds  that  he  has  recently  adopted 
a policy  of  sending  anything  under  $50  by  regular  first-class  and  take  the  risk.  "Sort  of 
a $50  deductible  self-insurance,"  he  calls  it.  He  has  been  building  a big  FRN  collection, 
including  higher  denomination  notes,  and  he  hasn't  lost  any  material  yet. 

About  the  only  thing  else  I can  recommend  to  those  using  Air  Mail  - Insured  and 
other  services,  other  than  the  comments  in  my  last  article,  is  to  try  to  read  the  Postal 
Bulletin  whenever  it  comes  out.  Ask  your  neighborhood  postal  clerks  to  check  the 
contents  also,  if  you  have  any  trouble.  USPS  did  issue  an  attractive,  16-page  "Consum- 
er's Guide  to  Postal  Services  and  Products"  (Publ.  No.  201,  March,  1974)  but,  to  my 
knowledge,  it  has  not  been  revised. 

To  sum  it  up,  let  me  use  the  words  of  Irv  Gittleman  in  a recent  Rag  Picker.  "We  all 
have  to  protect  ourselves  when  sending  our  own  money  through  the  mails.  I person- 
ally think  the  Postal  Service  does  try  and  do  the  job  we  demand  of  it;  it  may  not  be 
the  best  way  to  exchange  currency  between  two  parties,  but  until  something  better 
comes  along  we  will  have  to  live  with  it." 

With  the  Rag  Picker  now  coming  to  us  by  3rd  Class  instead  of  1st  Class,  I imagine 
there  will  be  the  usual  amount  of  complaints  (in  the  minority,  I hope)  about  receiving 
the  issues  with  varying  degrees  of  delay.  Just  keep  in  mind,  if  you  receive  ANY  periodi- 
cal late,  especially  consistently  so,  it's  generally  happening  at  the  destination  station, 

NOT  the  origination  point.  So  it  won't  do  any  good  to  complain  to  the  editor  or 
publisher.  As  most  of  you  know  by  now,  even  with  a 2nd  Class  periodical  such  as 
Paper  Money  (SPMC),  BNR  - monthly,  or  Coin  World  - weekly,  there  still  remains  scat- 
tered problems  because  of  these  items  being  wrongly  treated  as  Bulk  material  at  the 
local  or  regional  level.  If  you  ever  have  to  file  a valid  complaint  with  your  local  post- 
master - which  is  rare  - be  sure  to  take  along  the  outer  envelopes,  and  an  itemized 
list  of  dates  that  you  took  delivery.

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THE  ST.  LOUIS  TWENTY  DOLLAR  FEDERAL  RESERVE  BANK  NOTE 

By  W.  C.  Anspach,  PMCM  No.  1489 

There  were  only  five  Federal  Reserve  Banks,  which  issued  the  twenty  dollar 
denomination.  These  were  Atlanta,  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City  and  Dallas. 
Of  the  five  issuing  banks,  the  St.  Louis  note  is  the  most  rare.  Twenty  four 
thousand  notes  were  issued  and  only  ninety-three  are  outstanding.  My  good 
friend  Mike  Crabb,  who  has  been  trying  to  track  down  these  notes  for  the 
past  two  years,  has  located  only  twelve. 

$20.00  Note 


The  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Note  of  all  denominations  is  in  my  opinion  one  of 
our  most  interesting  pieces  of  currency.  In  the  large  size  issue  it  was  ommitted 
in  two  different  series,  one  of  1 91  5 and  the  other  of  1918. 

The  1915  series  was  authorized  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Act  of  December  23, 
1913.  It  was  originally  thought  that  with  the  establishment  of  the  Federal  Re- 
serve system  that  many  National  Banks  would  wish  to  dispose  of  their  govern- 
ment bonds  with  note  issuing  privileges.  The  Federal  Reserve  Banks  were  au- 
thorized to  buy  these  bonds  and  to  issue  notes  against  them  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  National  Banks.  The  obligation  to  pay  was  against  the  indivi- 
dual Federal  Reserve  Bank  and  was  very  similar  to  the  obligation  found  on 
the  National  Bank  Notes. 

The  series  of  1918  notes  were  issued  for  an  entirely  different  purpose.  This 
series  was  authorized  by  the  Pittman  Act  of  April  23,  191  8.  The  Pittman 
Act  provided  for  the  sale  of  $350,000,000  worth  of  silver  dollars  on  the 
world  market.  As  a consequence,  a like  amount  of  silver  certificates  had  to 
be  retired  from  circulation.  To  fill  the  gap  the  Federal  Reserve  Banks  were 
authorized  to  issue  $350  million  worth  of  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Notes.  In 
order  to  avoid  an  extra  burden  on  their  reserves,  the  Federal  Reserve  Banks 
could  issue  these  new  notes  by  depositing  either  United  States  certificates  of 
indebtedness  or  one  year  gold  notes  with  the  T reasurer  of  the  United  States. 
This  obligation  is  so  stated  on  the  notes. 

The  Pittman  Act  further  provided  for  the  repurchase  of  domestic  silver  at 
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$1.00  per  ounce  to  be  coined  into  350  million  silver  dollars.  The  Federal  Re- 
serve Bank  notes  were  to  be  retired  as  the  new  silver  was  bought  and  minted. 
A total  of  $261,039,000  worth  ofFRBN's  in  all  denominations  was  issued 
under  this  act  and  by  the  end  of  1922  only  $2,770,000  were  outstanding. 

According  to  Mr.  W.  A.  Philpott,  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Notes  were  the 
worst  quality  notes  ever  produced  by  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing. 
This  was  due  to  the  fact  all  of  our  linen  as  well  as  most  of  our  inks  came 
from  Europe  and  since  World  War  I was  in  progress  during  the  period,  which 
these  notes  were  issued,  supplies  of  these  items  were  cut  off.  This  would 
make  truly  gem  quality  notes  extremely  difficult  to  locate. 


In  reading  the  Rag  Picker  since  signing  up  some  years  back  we  are  going  to  have  a 
new  look.  I have  enjoyed  the  mimeograph  type  of  the  information  it  has  given.  I 
have  often  thought  after  reading  it  just  how  many  hours  were  put  in  on  getting  it 
ready  --  many  hours.  There  are  always  unmercenary  folks  like  yourself  and  Mr.  Ralph 
Werve  who  have  made  it  so  very  interesting  on  many  given  up  hours.  The  member- 
ship is  very  lucky  to  have  very  dedicated  people  to  have  been  in  charge.  May  the  new 
booklet  help  to  eliminate  some  of  those  hours.
